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Town protects 
Feeding Hills 
farmland

In September, the Agawam Office of Planning and 
Community Development requested a transfer of 
$15,000 from the town’s reserve account as the 
town’s contribution toward Agricultural Preservation 
Restrictions (APR) on 187 acres of farmland owned 
by Feeding Hills farmers Noel Brown and Merwyn 
Farnsworth. This amount has been appropriated and 
will be presented to the farm owners when negotia¬ 
tions with the state have been finalized. 

In 1999, the Conservation Commission, Planning 
Board, and Town Council voted to support the 
Agricultural Preservation Restriction applications for 
Brown and Farnsworth to the Massachusetts 
Department of Food and Agriculture. The process has 
taken close to two years. 

The Department of Food and Agriculture is in the 
process of negotiating with the two property owners, 
and the $15,000 from the town, approved by the 
Council and Mayor Richard A. Cohen, represents a 
monetary contribution from the community to demon¬

strate support of the APR’S. Local match funding is 
usually about 10 percent of the price proposed by the 
State to purchase the development rights of the prop¬ 
erty, but $15,000 is actually far less than 10 percent of 
the APR of the Brown and Farnsworth property.

Prior to this point, 183 acres made up of seven 
farms in Agawam had received APR’s. The properties 
of Brown and Farnworth bring an additional 187 acres 
under preservation, which doubles the number of

agricultural acres permanently protected. 

The APR Program was launched in December 
1977. It allows farmers to sell the development rights 
of their property to the state. This action results in the 
farmlands being permanently protected and allows 
continuing cultivation and the preservation of open 
space. 

The land of Farnsworth and Brown represents one 
of the largest active farms in the community. The 
farms produce fresh produce through the growing 
season as well as seasonal employment for many 
young people. 

The preservation of these farms conserves open 
space, and the land is located in an area of town 
which has been identified as having the highest 
potential for prehistoric archaeological treasures, 
according to Deborah Dachos, Agawam Planning 
director. 

A report entitled “An Overview of the Cultural 
Resources of Agawam, Massachusetts,” prepared for 
the town by the Institute for Conservation 
Archaeology, Peabody Museum dated 1983, identifies 
this area of town as possessing the highest prehistoric 
archaeological potential. 

In 1983, the Town Council designated $10,000 as 
the town’s portion of the APR applications of the pre¬ 
vious seven (7) APR’s comprising 183 acres. 

The APR applications of Brown and Farnsworth 
properties were approved by the Department of Food 
and Agriculture and the process of negotiating with 
the two farmers has begun. 

Adding the Brown and Farnsworth farms to the 
other seven farms in town which have received APR’s 
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from the state makes the total nine farms and 370 
acres of agricultural acres permanently protected in 
Agawam. 

Ms. Dachos told us, "In 1983, all farms in Agawam 
were evaluated when the town was considering put¬ 
ting sewers in Feeding Hills. We had to do the study 
for the State Environmental Review, and that's when 
the APR effort got started. The Land Preservation 
Committee was formed, and they went out and met 
with small groups of farmers to educate them about 
the APR’s. 

“They had the application forms and information 
sheets, and that’s when we received most of the 
applications. We actually had considerably more 
applications than APR’sbecause the land had to be 
owned free and clear. The properties also had to 
have valuable farmland with good soil. We hoped to 
get a block of farms, and this has been accom¬ 
plished," added Ms. Dachos. 

Both Dachos and Town Assessor Chester Nicora 
supported the $15,000 contribution, and Cohen, a 
strong supporter of the program, was happy to sup¬ 
port the recommendation. 

According to a letter from Richard K. Hubbard, 
assistant commissioner of the State’s Department of 
Food and Agriculture, “The Brown and Farnsworth 
properties represent critical additions to Agawam’s 
APR block from the standpoint of ensuring the block’s 
long-term agricultural viability. In addition, it is clear 
that their significance to the agricultural and scenic 
character of North West Street and this part of 

Agawam isunmatched.This contribution ....would 

serve as a ....’thank you’ to these two landowners for 
taking steps to ensure that their land will continue to 
provide multiple benefits to the citizens of Agawam.’’ 
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Ms. Dachos believes that preserving farmland is 
key to the economic stability of Agawam. According to 
a February 1999 article by former AAN News Editor 
Kathy Cassanelli, “...a 1990 report conducted by the 
American Farmland Trust...compared the income in 
taxes to the town to the expense of providing services 
to residential, commercial, industrial, farmland, and 
open spaces uses. A ratio was used to show how 
much each land use cost the town for every dollar 
generated in a given year. The study found non-resi- 
dential uses subsidize the cost of providing services 
to the residential sector." 

Ms. Dachos explained that this study showed that 
in 1990, farmland and open space made a net contri¬ 
bution of more than $250,000, which was then avail¬ 
able to offset a shortfall of nearly $1.5 million from the 
residential sector.” 

The town’s APR properties prior to those of Brown 
and Farnsworth are all on North West Street with the 
exception of 42 acres on Barry Street. 

The APR from Noel Brown is especially well- 
received by the town because it represents, along 
with the application of Hugh Kerr on North West 
Street, the cornerstone of the town’s APR application 
“package” in the northwest portion of town. Ms. 
Dachos has already outlined areas of Feeding Hills, 
many of which abut other lands under 

APR’s, which are among the most agriculturally 
viable sections of that area. 

Several of these farms, should an application for an 
APR be filed, would serve as encouragement to other 
owners to do the same. 

"If I’m lucky enough to have a farmer come in, I 
take that opportunity to suggest that they look into the 
APR program,” Ms. Dachos said.

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Is Special Ed. doing away 
with inclusion classrooms? 


To the Editor: 


It was brought to my attention that the Special 
Education Department of Agawam is going to be 
doing away with the “Inclusion Classrooms” (kinder¬ 
garten through fourth grade) at James Clark School 
on South Street. Has anyone gone to the school and 
actually stayed in a FEW of the classrooms to 
observe? Is there a problem? Is this money? Why are 
we doing away with a program that has been WORK¬ 
ING for the past six years? Why are we going to fix 
something that is not broken? I learned in a class just 
recently: GOALS OF INCLUSION : Instruction, More 
time on Task, Fewer Interruptions, Closer Monitoring, 
Higher self-esteem, Sense of Belonging, More Risk 
Taking, Fewer Labels, Teacher Teamwork, Ownership 
by All. 

This is very personal to my husband and me. God 
gave us three beautiful, well-behaved (well, some¬ 
times) children. Our son, Steve, is in the Middle 
School in sixth grade. Our son, Christopher, who is in 
fourth grade, is at James Clark School along with his 
sister, April, who is in kindergarten. 

When my husband and I had our daughter, April, 
we found out that she had a disability called “Trisomy- 
21” (which is Down syndrome). Neither of us knew a 
thing about this. I went and researched Trisomy-21. 
What do I need to do for her? Will she ever walk or 
talk or eat with a spoon or dress herself or jump or 
potty train or be able to socialize with other people or 
will she be able to learn? If vou are a parent, did you 
ever worry about all thes e questions1 The answer is 
YES, but not for long. We are still working on a lot of 
these issues with April. Most children by the age of 
four or five years-old should be close (or getting 
close) to doing these simple tasks. 

Everything that the doctors told me about a child 
with Trisomy-21, April has proven them wrong. They 
told me that I would never be able to curl her hair and 
I do. They told me that she would not walk for a very 
long time. She walked about the same time our other 
two boys did. Lots more... 

Every child is born differently. We ALL have faults. 
Not one of us is perfect. Each one of us also learns 
differently. I am a visual learner. Show me how to 
make/do something and I will have no problem. If you 
give me a book and say to learn it, I would have a very 
hard time. There are some people who ONLY learn by 
books. If you gave them hands-on, they would get so 
confused because that is not what the book said, 
even if it is a shortcut. Some people learn from tactile 
(very hands-on). These are some methods that are 
some ways to teach someone to read, write, and to do 
arithmetic. You need to look at each person INDIVID¬ 
UALLY (which is the "I” in the I.EP.) and help him or 
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ing. If you separate a person with a disability from 
other “typical” people, it is like banishment for some¬ 
thing they didn't do. If we keep shipping people that 
are disabled out of our own communities, they will not 
be able to function in a community setting and they 
will also have a very unproductive life. 

All the training taught me not to trust an inclusion 
setting. I don’t believe I truly understood what inclu¬ 
sion meant at the time. I took this meaning incorrect¬ 
ly. 

James Clark School has a wonderful inclusion/lan¬ 
guage-based setting for each grade. One main 
teacher, one special education teacher (to help with 
each individual {“I” in the IEP} to help with accommo¬ 
dations). The last is an assistant to help to get ALL 
those accommodations/redirecting to each student 
individually. 

Under the Law #20 UFC 1401 (18) states: “The

Under the IDEA Part A - General Provisions, 
Definitions & Other Issues {c} FINDINGS: {1} 
Disability is a natural part of the human experience 
and in no way diminishes the right of individuals to 
participate in or contribute to society. Improving edu¬ 
cational results for children with disabilities is an 
essential element of our national policy of ensuring 
equality of opportunity, full participation, independent 
living, and economic self-sufficiency for individuals 
with disabilities. 

I am far from being a political person or knowing 
everything to do with the “LAWS,” I just know my kids 
and other students that have profited from the inclu¬ 
sion/language-based classrooms at Clark School. As 
a matter of fact, Clark School, right now, has 17 chil¬ 
dren from Robinson, Granger, and Phelps “Out of 
District students” coming to our school specifically for 
Clark’s inclusion/language-based classrooms. If the 
program is not working, why are parents {or SPED 
Department} still sending kids to Clark School? 

If we have to send kids to a collaborative program 
{and there are at least five children with Down syn¬ 
drome under six years of age}, do you realize how 
much MORE money will have to come out of the 
budget? {More for private busing, private schooling, 
materials to that collaborative program, extra equip¬ 
ment.} How many more children are like our little 
April? Do they have MD, CF, CP, DS, Autism, PPD, 
ADD, ADHD, and many more disabilities? 

I like to use the phrase, “Put yourself in our 
shoes!!” 

In closing: As a parent, I don’t feel that everyone 
has really seen the “big picture." You need to see the 
programs IN PLACE WHILE THEY ARE HAPPEN^ 
ING before making a judgment. As a parent of a child 
with special needs, if you pull this inclusion program 
out of Clark School, it will hurt Agawam. It WILL cost 
much more in the long run. As parents of special 
needs kids, we have to look for a LONG-TERM GOAL 
AND SHORT-TERM GOALS for our kids. You also 
need to do this with our children’s individualized edu¬ 
cational needs. Remember that April lives here, too. I 
don’t think it is very fair to her or another child to have 
to go to a different school because of what they were 
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born with They didn’t ask to be disabled. Please go 
and see the James Clark Inclusion/language-based 
program before you pass judgment. 

April, our daughter, is a huge benefit to our family 
and to her own community. She has shown us things 
that no other human being could ever do. She has 
shown us what a true family is. Through thick and 
thin "All things are possible through Chrisi_tn.y 
ctrpnnthpns me..." We have been through a lot with 
this little girl, but she sure is a blessing!! Gq6j3&£

I educated my family and myself about 
her disability and what we could expect from her in 
life. (Let me tell you, they are just like every other kid, 
just a little slower and need more accommodations). 
To keep up with all the laws and ALL the ins and outs 
about education—WOW—"Going from an I.F.S.P. 
(Individualized Family Service Plan, ages 0 to 3 
years-old) to an I.E.P. (Individualized Education 
Program, ages 2.8 to 22 years-old) is like going from 
a new baby to a large train heading at you and slam¬ 
ming you against the WALL!!"!" 

As a new parent to disabilities, it is hard enough to 
have to learn that your child will have delays, but then 
you are expected to know ALL of the accommoda¬ 
tions necessary to enable a child to function in socie¬ 
ty and achieving their maximum potential for learning. 
You need to look at the abilities that a person has to 
offer and stop looking at their disability. All of us are 
born with some kind of disability. They don't have dis¬ 
abilities, they have hidden abilities that need nurtur- 
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now news there. Write a story on how a teacher 
helped you or your child succeed. We would think that 
would make good reading here in The AAN. Maybe 
there are some taxpayers’ funds available for parent 
organizations to run an ad in support of our teachers. 
And we’re sure there are other ways - talk to a 
teacher and let them tell you how you can be most 
supportive. 

We’ll kick it off. We have two sons who are both 
products of Agawam schools. They are very different; 
one struggled with “book” learning, but loved to work 
with his hands. The other loved the challenge of edu¬ 
cation.

on public safety concerns 


Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D- 
Springfield) will focus attention on three key public 
safety concerns in Hampden County and the 
Commonwealth over the coming months; the forensic 
capacity of the state’s crime labs in Sudbury and 
Agawam, the use of false identification cards, and 
increased criminal penalties for obstruction of justice. 

“The Attorney General, District Attorneys, and local 
police officials are our front line of defense in combat¬ 
ing terrorism and other criminal activity,” Senator 
Melconian said. “My goal is to assist them by provid¬ 
ing the tools they need to do this difficult job." 

Currently, the state labs in Sudbury and Agawam 
do not have the ability to examine the full range of evi¬ 
dence for all cases that require DNA or toxicological 
tests. Moreover, District Attorneys across the state 
must prioritize the cases they send for testing. Slow 
returns from these tests hinder officers’ ability to use 
forensic evidence in investigating crimes and often 
force D.A.’s to use out-of-state testing facilities at a 
greater cost. Melconian is exploring ways to expand 
the Commonwealth’s criminology labs to allow for 
more testing to be done in-state. The State of 
Connecticut provides a good model of how to run 
extensive and advanced criminology and toxicology 
labs with increased efficiency and speed. 

The second area of concern is the issuance of false 
identification cards by the State’s Registry of Motor 
Vehicles and the concerns surrounding national iden¬ 
tification cards. “This is a delicate issue and we must 
treat any attempts to create a national identification 
system with great caution in order to preserve the pri¬ 
vacy rights of individual citizens,” said Melconian. “But 
at the same time, if criminals are circumventing state 
law and obtaining false identification cards, then we 
must crack down on them and revise the current loop-

holes.” False identification cards are currently used 
for criminal activity, including fraud and identity theft. 

Obstruction of justice is the third area of significant 
concern, specifically the intimidation of witnesses and 
false testimony to police. As a result of intimidation 
and violence, witnesses will often refuse to testify, 
change their story, or “forget” what they say in order to 
protect themselves and their families. Melconian, 
aware of this problem, is a co-sponsor of Senate 162, 
"An Act Relative to Witness Protection and the Crime 
of Witness Intimidation,” which creates a statewide 
witness protection program administered by the 
Attorney General and local District Attorneys on a 
case-by-case basis. The bill also seeks to increase 
the maximum fine of witness intimidation from $5,000 
to $50,000. Senator Melconian is considering offering 
amendments to the legislation that include a new 
obstruction of justice offense making it a crime to lie to 
police officials or interfering with police investigations, 
and increasing the incarceration period for intimidat¬ 
ing a witness. 

Many of these issues were raised late last month 
when Melconian met with Senate President Thomas 
F. Birmingham, District Attorney William M. Bennett, 
Sheriff Michael J. Ashe, Jr., and members of the state 
and local police to discuss public safety concerns in 
Hampden County. The Senator welcomes your 
thoughts and ideas.

Spider veins 

Last week, I was asked about solutions for eye 
wrinkles and for spider veins. This week, I will 
address the spider veins 

Spider veins have no known cause. They may be 
hereditary, influenced by hormonal changes, and/or 
the result of injury. Unlike varicose veins that may be 
associated with phlebitis, weight gain, or other med¬ 
ical conditions, these pose no threat medically. These 
are considered to be purely of a cosmetic concern. 
Women are more likely to get them than men, and 
long periods of standing or sitting may play a role. 
Pregnancy, for example, may cause these to blossom 
due to the added weight being carried. 

It is said that tiny blood vessels sneak through the 
wall that the weakened dermis cannot support caus¬ 
ing this network of purple art. One method of removal 
is called sclerotherapy. This office procedure has 
been used for over 60 years. A common solution of 
hypertonic saline (salt water) is injected into a small 
vein and destroys the vessel wall by shutting off the 
blood supply. There can be slight discomfort with the 
insertion of the needle and some stinging or a warm 
feeling when the solution is injected. This only lasts 
for a matter of a few seconds. One visit, lasting no 
longer than one-half hour, usually gives optimum 
results. Ten to 15 veins can be successfully treated in 
one visit. 

For those of you who are afraid of needles, 
advanced laser technology has been giving satisfac¬ 
tory results in removing spider veins. Sclerotherapy is 
used primarily to treat small blue or red dilated 
venules, some call spider veins, sunbursts, or broken 
capillaries of the thighs and legs. For veins on the 
face and around the ankles, it is preferable to treat 
with a vascular laser only. I personally had a few red 
broken capillaries under my nose that I had success¬ 
fully removed with the laser. 

If you are a bit more conservative, try using a 
cover-up make-up which has a thicker consistency 
than regular make-up and covers very well. 

Thought for a smile: a baby’s rosy red cheeks 
and big blue eyes.

Behind enemy lines 

The day after Thanksgiving has evolved, over the 
years, to become the biggest shopping day of the 
year. As such, the day after Thanksgiving has unoffi¬ 
cially come to be the beginning of the Christmas sea¬ 
son. So, now it’s off to the races. For the next several 
weeks, our attention turns to that one overriding ques¬ 
tion: what to get that special someone (spouse, chil¬ 
dren, relative, boss) for Christmas? The pressure 
some people will be under will be nothing short of 
enormous. 

With all the hustle and bustle (as well as the typical 
Christmas festivities which come along with this time 
of year), it is easy to loose track of the reason for the 
season in the first place. The reason for the season is 
not Frosty the Snowman or Charlie Brown’s 
Christmas tree; not even because “It’s A Wonderful 
Life." The reason for the season is that God showed 
up. Our planet earth was visited by its Creator, who 
appeared in a manger some 2,000 years ago. 

The name of Jesus Christ is probably familiar to 
just about everyone. Especially at Christmas, people 
are not too terribly uncomfortable with the mention of 
His name. But it is possible that while many people 
feel a familiarity with or about Jesus Christ, it is also 
possible that some people are not focused upon, or 
may have misplaced their focus, on who Jesus Christ 
is. 

The baby in the manger was no ordinary child. He 
may have looked ordinary to some people because 
He was a human baby. But He was also so very much 
more. 

The Bible says about Jesus: He is the image of 
the invisible God, the firstborn over all creation. 
For God was pleased to have all His fullness dwell 
in Him. In other words, Jesus Christ is the spitting 
image of His Heavenly Father. Billy Graham used to 
say, “If you want to know what God looks like, take a 
good, long look at Jesus.” 

There is more than simply a family resemblance 
between Jesus Christ and His Heavenly Father. Jesus 
was the Co-Creator of the world. The Bible tells us for 
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by Him (Jesus) all things were created: things in 
heaven and things on earth, visible and invisible, 
whether thrones or powers or rulers or authori¬ 
ties; all things were created by Him and for Him. 

Obviously, these are extraordinary things to say 
about any person. Indeed, they would be entirely 
inappropriate to say about Jesus, if they were not true. 
But they are. From His miraculous birth by a virgin, to 
His glorious resurrection from the dead, everything 
about Jesus Christ’s life and ministry bore witness to 
who He was. Many of the prophets in the Old 
Testament had predicted His coming. Jeremiah had 
said that “the days are coming" says the Lord, 
“when I will raise up for David a righteous Branch, 
a King who will reign wisely and do what is just 
and right in the land... this is the name by which 
He will be called: ‘The Lord Our Righteousness.’" 
Since the days of Jeremiah, Israel has not had an 
earthly king; and yet Pilate, when he had Jesus cruci¬ 
fied, also had a sign attached to His cross which read: 
“THIS IS THE KING OF THE JEWS." 

If the foregoing was all that was to be said about 
Jesus Christ, it would still be more than fitting that we 
should celebrate His birth at Christmas. But there is 
more. There is another reason for the season. That 
reason is us. It is the mission for which Jesus Christ 
came into the world in the first place. God our 
Heavenly Father sent Jesus Christ His Son to earth 
for a very specific, and important, reason. For He has 
rescued us from the dominion of darkness and 
brought us into the kingdom of the Son He loves, 
in whom we have redemption, the forgiveness of 
sins. 

The story of Christmas is that when God looked 
upon people, whose earliest ancestors had rebelled 
against Him, and who had followed in their ancestors 
footsteps in sin, that He had compassion upon us. 
God, of His own volition, designed a plan of rescue for 
us. He sent His Son, Jesus Christ, behind enemy 
lines, to bring us out. Describing His mission to 
Nicodemus, Jesus said, "For God so loved the 
world that He gave His one and only Son, so that 
whoever believes in Him shall not perish, but have 
eternal life." 

We hear of rescue operations conducted by our 
military forces in Afghanistan, or earlier in the Gulf 
War or other conflicts. Surely we would be dumb¬ 
founded if those being rescued turned their rescuers 
away. Why would anybody choose to stay behind 
enemy lines? During this Christmas season, now may 
be a good time to establish, or to renew, our own per¬ 
sonal relationship with God; and if necessary, to allow 
Him to rescue us from behind enemy lines.

Needs work 


You may see homes listed for sale that include 
terms like ‘handyman special,’ ‘fixer-upper,’ or ‘needs 
work’ in the description. Homes that need work are 
offered for much less than they would if they were in 
good condition. Often, the reduction in the asking 
price is far more than the actual cost of the work that 
needs to be done, which is what makes these proper¬ 
ties attractive. 

The term ‘fixer-upper’ can be a home that simply 
needs a good scrubbing, and some paint and carpet. 
It can also mean that a home needs to be gutted to 
the studs because of fire or flood damage. Given your 
talents and inclinations, a fixer-upper can be a fantas¬ 
tic opportunity. 

Buyers who seek ‘handman specials’ usually have 
a keen sense of what they’re getting into.

Restraining orders... 

Q. My wife obtained a restraining order against me 
last week; the return date for hearing is scheduled in 
another five days. However, my wife has been calling 
me at work stating that she loves me and will dismiss 
the 209A order, if I return home. As I am willing to try 
to make our marriage work, can I return home before 
the hearing date? 

A. 1) You are now the defendant of a 209A restrain¬ 
ing order; your wife is the plaintiff, the person who has 
asked the court for protection from you. 

2) Because of the existence of the 209A order, you 
cannot move back to the plaintiff’s home or contact 
the plaintiff even if you are invited. If you make any 
contact with your wife, you will be in violation of the 
order and will be arrested. 

3) You must wait until the 209A order is dismissed 
before you move back into the home. Your wife can¬ 
not dismiss the order! Only the court that issued the 
order can change or dismiss the order. This means 
that if you and the plaintiff want to get back together, 
the plaintiff must go back to the court to request that 
the order be changed or dismissed. The decision to 
dismiss the order, however, is the judge’s, not the 
plaintiff’s. 

Remember - even if the court changes or dis¬ 
missed the order, you cannot abuse your wife. 


Negligence & Tort: 

Elevator Service Call - Fall 
from Improperly Installed Ladder 

The plaintiff was a 46 year-old elevator mainte¬ 
nance mechanic who injured his right knee during the 
course of an elevator service call. The accident 
reportedly occurred while the plaintiff was attempting 
to desend into an elevator pit and his foot slipped off 
the rung of a fixed ladder. 

The plaintiff sharply banged his knee and under¬ 
went surgery several months later. He alleged his 
accident was proximity caused by, the pit ladder being 
installed too close to the wall to which it was affixed. 
He also alleged it was installed with inadequate clear¬ 
ance between the ladder’s rungs and the wall behind 
it, resulting in an inadequate foothold that caused the 
plaintiff to slip. 

The defendants denied both that the ladder was 
defective and that the accident occurred when and 
how the plaintiff claimed, given the absence of wit¬ 
nesses and an alleged absence of a fresh report of 
injury. 

The plaintiff missed approximately 2-1/2 months of 
work and eventually underwent surgical procedure for 
a traumatic chondral fracture. 

Expert liability opinions disagreed as to the lad¬ 
der’s compliance with relevant codes and ANSI stan¬ 
dards. They also untimately disagreed whether or not 
the ladder was safe or defective. 

The matter settled at mediation for $135,000.00.

A natural approach to depression 

The foliowing information has been obtained from 
Clinical Nutrition Insights newsletter. Depression is a 
chronic and recurrent disorder that is associated with 
significant physical and social dysfunction. 

It remains under-diagnosed and under-treated in all 
age groups. It is a common clinical problem seen in 
primary care, with 70 percent of prescriptions for anti¬ 
depressants now written by primary care physicians. 

Clinical depression, in its various forms, affects up 
to 14 million people in the U.S. in any given year. 

Surveys suggest that women are more likely than 
men to develop major depression, most likely due to 
biological and psychological factors. Depression can 
vary from periodic bouts of “the blues” to persistent 
thoughts of suicide.

Depression is an illness considered to be mediated 
by brain neutransmitters. Conventional treatment for 


depression includes psychotherapy, medication, or a 
combination of the two. 

People suffering from mild to moderate depression 
may benefit from nutritional and herbal supplementa¬ 
tion. 

Nutritional and herbal support for depression 
include: 

* Folic acid (folate) and vitamin B12 - essential for 
metabolic pathways in the central nervous system. 
Folate may improve mental function. 

* Inositol - this is a simple sugar-like compound 
present in the normal diet that acts as a messenger 
within the cells. In Europe, this has been used for 
anxiety and depression. 

* St. John’s Wort - helpful for use as an antide¬ 
pressant, antiviral agent, wound healing, diuretic, 
depression, neuralgic disorders, anti-inflammatory, 
and as a sedative. 

* There are numerous plants in addition to St. 
John’s Wort that have been identified in ancient 
herbal texts from around the world to “settle the spir¬ 
it,” “lift the mood," and “clear the mind.” 

These include salvia root, rosemary herb, laven¬ 
der, California poppy, licorice root, and jujube seed. 
Also, increasing exercise and decreasing caffeine 
helps.

My wife, Mary Ellen (Mellon), and I have been 
co-authors of a book about life with our second 
child, Julia Gene. We’ve chosen to share our story 
of love with you each week over these several 
months. We are nearing the final chapter. Last 
time, Mellon and I shared our reflections about our 
gathering with family and friends at a restaurant 
following the burial service. The experience was 
authentic, despite our two families not having 
come together for nearly eight years. After the 
meal, Kevin requested going back to the ceme¬ 
tery. He leapt cut of the car and ran to the grave 
site and sat among the many fresh cut flowers. He 
asked a penetrating question, “Can we dig up the 
dirt to take one last look at Julia?” Today, Mellon 
writes some random reflections about the days 
following the burial. 

Chapter Thirteen - The Stone of Life 

Friends were kind. Some brought us meals. Others 
called to check to see how we were, while others 
offered to take Kevin on play dates with their children 
to allow us some time alone. 

A family friend offered us the use of her New York 
beach front summer home for a few days at the end of 
June. It had been a place where Dan and I grew up as 
children. We decided to go despite my coming down 
with a terrible chest cold. My body had finally surren¬ 
dered. The time on at the beach house was, however, 
very comforting and renewing. There was something 
very soothing about the ocean water, sand, and warm 
sun. It invited my happy memories of my little girl play¬ 
ing on the beach.

The store was very polished and formal. I was taken 
back when the salesman (dressed in his three-piece 
suit) informed us that our wishes for a customized 
stone were not possible. He recommended a more 
formal, standard solution. He missed the opportunity 
to partake in our unique personal request. I left sad 
and hurt. 

As I walked to the car, I remembered a small place 
in Westfield that I had passed by while on a field trip 
with Kevin. It was as if this unique, modest storefront 
was calling me. I said to Dan, “I know where to go!” 
We drove straight there. Kevin resisted the “long" trip. 
We had a totally different and pleasant experience. 
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we did just that. When Julia’s stone was ready to be 
laid, he informed us of the day he would be delivering 


The storefront appeared as a home turned into a 
business. There were several stones outside the shop 
on the grass. Each one was exquisitely unique. A very 
pleasant man approached us wearing dungarees and 
a blue workshirt. He was the owner and craftsman. 
We shared with him our story, vision, and design. 
Without a blink of an eye he said, “No problem! It 
would be my pleasure!” 

It was clear to us he took great pride in his custom 
business and loved what he did (without setting out to 
limit us or steer us toward a standardized, formal 
memorial stone). He captured Kevin’s imagination by 


it. 

Having him create our “memory stone” was no 
mere coincidence. I feel Julia called me to this special 
man. She continues to lead me down the path of life- 
giving relationships. She knew this was the place to 
create her stone of life. I feel at peace! I know this 
experience taught me to listen and trust my heart. It 
taught me to go after the goodness I really want 
because it js out there!

The long journey of healing had begun for all of us! 
Emptiness, yet a fullness was present. Julia was with 
me every moment of each day. I spent time each day 
in her room talking with her and holding her in my 
heart. 

A day or two after the burial, we traveled to a 
favorite outdoor restaurant with some friends.

One day it became clear that we were 
ready to honor her special place with a memorial 
headstone. Dan and I had been thinking about what 
kind of stone we wanted and, more importantly, what 
we wanted it to say from us.

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Two AJHS teachers secure $1 million 


Two Agawam Junior High School teachers have 
secured a $1 million software grant from PTC 
(Nasdaq: PMTC), the product development company, 
that will provide resources to teach design and tech¬ 
nology to junior and senior high school students. 

The gift - which has a value of approximately $1 
million based on current list pricing - is part of 
Needham, Massachusetts-based PTC’s Partnership 
for Innovative Learning, an initiative that helps educa¬ 
tors prepare today’s students to be the innovators of 
tomorrow. John Burns, a technology teacher, and 
James Graveline, a computer facilitator, arranged for 
the Junior High and AHS to receive the grant, which 
includes a license for 300 seats of PTC S Pro/DESK- 
TOP design software, teacher training, classroom 
materials, and Web-based resources.

"We are very excited about participating in this pro¬ 
gram," said Agawam Superintendent of Schools Frank 
Ameruoso. “We think it can help improve MCAS math-

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School Committee 
recognizes “bully” 
contest winner

Haley Muzzy, a fifth-grade student at the Agawam 
Middle School, was presented the grand prize award 
for a bully poster contest by Assistant Superintendent 
of Schools Mary Czajkowski, Westfield Bank, and Dr. 
Frank Sacco of Agawam at the School Committee 
meeting held Tuesday, November 13th. 

Maria Peterson, who represented the Agawam 
branch of Westfield Bank, presented Haley with a 
$100 US Savings Bond for placing first in the poster 
contest, along with Ms. Czajkowski and Sacco. 

The bully poster contest was designed for grades 
kindergarten through six and the parents had to sign 
the poster with artwork and a message about bullying, 
by identifying the bully, the bystander, and the victim, 
explained Ms. Czajkowski. 

‘‘In school, children need to know what their per¬ 
sonal differences are and leave them at home," Mrs. 
Peterson said. “The children are supposed to go to 
school to learn and not be afraid (of bullies).” 

Haley said instead of drawing a bully, she decided 
to draw a bull to represent the meaning of bullying. 

“The drawing is a story of a bull pushing students 
around in the afternoon and the victim and the 
bystander were standing up to the bull. I feel really 
glad and excited to win the contest!” Haley said. "I like 
to draw and I have been drawing since I was a little 
kid.” 

Haley’s mother, Debra Muzzy, told us, “I am a 
strong believer in the bully program and I am very 
proud of Haley.” 

Mrs. Muzzy went on to say that she thought it was 
good for teachers and the community to see “both 
sides of the coin. 

“For example, the bully program, (bully, bystander 
and victim) with the assistance of the teachers, has 
the potential to curb buUy'ing as children are growing 
up. Haley is my oldest child and Vm not sure what 
goes on in the higher grades, but bullying starts with 
the younger grades with verbal abuse and pushing,” 
Mrs. Muzzy said. “This kind of behavior could escalate 
into much more and I hope the program and the three 
terms will help stop these kinds of situations as our 
children are growing up.” 

Haley’s father, Bill Muzzy said he was also 
extremely proud of his daughter, since she seems to 
be especially shy. 

“Most bullies go after shy children and sometimes 
the trouble starts there," Muzzy said. 

The School Committee members, the schools in 
Agawam, and everyone else involved in this program 
should be recognized for having this bully program 
implemented, Muzzy noted. 

“If there were more programs like the bully pro¬ 
gram, maybe kids wouldn’t have to grow up being 
afraid,” Muzzy added. 

Ms. Czajkowski explained to School Committee 
members, as well as all who attended, an overview of 
the bully program. 

“The initiative for the program began last spring 
when School Committee member Rosemary Sandlin

expressed her concerns for making Agawam Schools 
a safe place to learn,” Ms. Czajkowski said. “Mrs. 
Sandlin, along with Dr. Sacco provided their time and 
expertise in developing this program.” 

Sacco provided his time, free of charge, so that the 
students could learn about bullying and he trained the 
teachers last spring. 

“He has been a tremendous support for the stu¬ 
dents, teachers and the community!" Ms. Czajkowski 
said. The training included a two-day session identify¬ 
ing the roles of the bully, bystander and victim. 

Carol Orsatti, Agawam’s Adaptive Physical 
Education Instructor for grades K-6, said she went 
through the training session with Sacco and 
approached Westfield Bank to participate in awarding 
the grand prize winner. 

“The most important aspect of the bully program to 
be a success is for the students, teachers, parents 
and the community to be familiar with the three terms 
and support the program," Mrs. Orsatti said.

Committee members and answer some of their ques¬ 
tions regarding the bully program. 

“Research shows when you start a program with 
enthusiasm of the parents and teachers, that makes a 
change and a positive difference when trying to imple¬ 
ment a program like this,” Sacco said. 

“All the teachers have been great and this is the 
first time a Superintendent’s office has underlined my 
work," Sacco added. “I want to show children that it’s 
ok to come to school and that we can prevent bully¬ 
ing.’ 

Sacco thanked all the teachers, the school system, 
and Mrs. Sandlin for their support with implementing

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BULLY CONTEST - from Page 35 
the bully program. 

“Bullying is known as a social role and the problem 
begins when we get fixed in these roles,” Dr. Sacco 
said. 

Mrs. Sandlin said it is most important to provide 
safe schools for the children and bullying can’t be tol¬ 
erated in the Agawam Schools. 

School Committee member Susan Dawson also 
said she was impressed with the results of the bully 
program and said she has noticed students using the 
terms bully, bystander and victim in their conversa¬ 
tions. 

Sacco said the program works by explaining to the 
teachers and the students the three terms and then 
role-playing with those three terms in physical educa¬ 
tion classes. 

Sacco said he is currently conducting research and 
studies in the higher grades to adapt and educate the 
message of how hurting someone else is not good 
and bullying is bad. 

School Committee vice-chairwoman Roberta 
Doering congratulated Haley, thanked everyone for 
his or her support, and said she was “delighted” with 
the bully program. 

"It is critical to create a safe culture in our schools 
and the next step is to conduct more teacher/parent 
meetings and distribute magnets that will illustrate 
that bullying will not be tolerated," Ms. Czajkowski 
concluded.

Project S.E.E. students study watershed 


“I feel like a real scientist!" exclaimed a happy 
Karen Muller, a student at Granger School. During 
the first week of November, Karen and 36 other 
fourth-grade students used hydrometers, secchi 
disks, anemometers, thermometers, pH strips, bottom 
scrapers, and meter sticks to conduct their field study 
experiments in Robinson State Park. 

Project S.E.E. teacher Janice DeFilipi explained, 
“The students are learning about the different types of 
aquatic systems and how they are related, why 
researchers study these systems at different scales, 
and what tools they use. They are measuring the abi¬ 
otic (non-living) and biotic (living) properties and col¬ 
lecting their data. One of these systems is water¬ 
sheds. The most authentic way to learn was to actu¬ 
ally visit our beautiful local aquatic site here at 
Robinson State Park!” 

Mrs. DeFilipi stressed how important the parent 
volunteers were to the success of this field trip. “If it 
weren’t for these dedicated parents, this fantastic 
learning opportunity couldn’t have taken place. These 
parents donated their time and expertise in order to be 
station leaders. Each parent had to study and prepare 
in order to be ready for the students.” 

Students rotated through the nine sites in groups of 
four during the day and jotted down their data in their 


notebooks. The sites were interspersed throughout a 
wooded area along a winding stream that emptied into 
the nearby river. 

“I like stations because they’re hands-on and 
extremely fun!” said Alex Einzig. 

Whitney Brust directed the first station, Force and 
Motion: Current Speed. 

“My favorite part is catching the ball with the net,” 
said Morgan Lockwood as she scooped up the float¬ 
ing ball. Here, students calculated how fast the water 
flowed by timing how fast the ball floated down the 
stream. 

Students explored at the Biodiversity: Invertebrate 
Populations site with Diane Haggerty. She helped stu¬ 
dents identify insects such as water striders and 
whirligig beetles. “I like this site because I get to go 
into the water,” said Charles Haggerty. 

Diana Stephens informed the students about the 
importance of dissolved oxygen in the water at the 
Abiotic Factors: Dissolved Oxygen site. Here, the stu¬ 
dents learned how aquatic organisms get oxygen 
underwater. 

Mr. and Mrs. Seraf'ino manned the Air and Water 
Temperature site, where students discovered how

temperature changes affect life in this habitat. Liz 
Ciurleo helped the students measure the pH of the 
water and other mystery substances that she brought 
in jars at the Abiotic Factors: Measuring pH site. 

“Some of the substances were weird and smelled 
awful,” commented Nicholas Gusto. “I like measur¬ 
ing the pH because I’m learning new facts about mat¬ 
ter,” said Shannon Stephens. 

Paul Giusto taught Density and Salinity experi¬ 
ments, where students measured the specific gravity 
and salinity of the water using a hydrometer. Jane 
Siegars told how a secchi disk is used to measure 
water clarity and how clarity affects aquatic life at the 
Abiotic Factors: Water Clarity site. 

At the Rock and Minerals: Sediment Analysis site, 
Denise Einzig showed students how to examine and 
identify different types of sediment. Her husband, 
Robert Einzig, showed the children how to use an 
anemometer to calculate wind speed at the Weather 
Conditions site. 

“I think the setting is really cool! We used a pletho¬ 
ra of natural things such as branches for benches and 
grooves of trees for seats," said Kimberly Hitchcock. 

The Robinson State Park Station Rangers also 


contributed to the success of this field trip. Joe Sarkis 
provided extra picnic tables, and Fran Boulie opened 
up the gates early for the students and parents. 

“My favorite part of this field trip is lunch and trying 
to catch frogs and bugs. I almost caught a frog!” said 
Joseph Toto. “I enjoyed the stations the best 
because they were fun experiments, and we were like 
real scientists,” explained Molly Uzar. 

Sue Hitchcock, Beth Muller, and Rhonda Theroux 
were chaperones.

Brent Crocker & a dolphin named “Fonzie”

Some writing assignments are more challenging 
than others. Art Chase, President of Agawam UNICO 
and married to a close cousin, asked me to write an 
article for The AAN about Brent Crocker and the dol¬ 
phins. 

"Sure,” I said immediately because of how I felt 
about Brent, having known him and his mother since 
Brent was a student of my wife, Linda, in kindergarten. 
Then, almost immediately, I started to feel intimidated. 
To write about Brent Crocker and who he is (a 
description of his essence, as it were), is challenging 
enough. But then, to add the thing with the dolphins 
was like feeling the ship had left the dock without my 
knowing I was on a boat. 

And yet, it was obvious even bits and pieces of the 
story promised to be worth the telling. This is a story, 
after all, of a 10-foot, 600-pound “Alpha male” dolphin 
in Key Largo, Florida named “Fonzie,” whose spirit 
reached all the way to the James Clark School on 
South Street. It was not as if there was nothing to 
work with. 

It happened this way. The story of “Fonzie" and his 
relationship to a three year-old, severely handicapped 
child appeared in the April 2001 issue of Good 
Housekeeping magazine in an article entitled “A Boy, 
A Dolphin and a Miracle." Upon reading the article, 
Kathy Conlon (Brent’s one-on-one aid) voiced the 
idea to Carla Chase - the mother of one of Brent’s 
classmates - how great it would be to raise funds to 
send Brent to swim with the dolphins. Carla knew 
someone to ask ... her father-in-law, Art Chase. 
Hence, the assignment. 

Brent Crocker is a 12 year-old student in Mrs. Betty 
Murphy’s fifth-grade class at the Agawam Middle 


School. Brent has cerebral palsy, as well as a seizure 
disorder, Duane’s Syndrome (which affects his eyes), 
and osteoporosis (causing titanium rods to be insert¬ 
ed in his legs for support). He has been through more 
than could be recounted here, but he still works hard 
trying to walk and to progress in all ways; and, he has 
a smile that knocks people’s socks off (as they say). 

He wants to go swim with the dolphins in a program 
that’s been in existence since the 1980s called 
Dolphin Assisted Therapy, and there are a growing 
number of people (including his schoolmates) who 
would like to send him. 

The Clark School staff started the ball rolling by 
raising $170 last June in a dress-down for charity day. 
This January, the proceeds from the whole month of 
dress-down days will be donated to send Brent to go 
swim with the dolphins, and the Clark PTO has donat¬ 
ed $100 to the cause. 

The Middle School PTO has picked up the banner 
and is actively involved, along with the Clark PTO, in 
supporting an upcoming breakfast. 

On Sunday, December 9th, from 8:00 to 11:30 a.m. 
at the Polish-American Club on Southwick Street in 
Feeding Hills, UNICO’s annual “Breakfast with Santa” 
will be held to raise funds to send Brent to swim with 
the dolphins. Tickets are $4.50 (with children under 
nine admitted free of charge), and they will be sold at 
the door. 

Please join us to send Brent to "swim with the fish¬ 
es." (I know dolphins are mammals, but the line made 
Brent’s mother laugh, so I could not resist using it.) 

We hope to have more information on Brent and 
"Fonzie” and another reminder in next week AAN’s.

Brownies over West Side, 14-6... 

Old-fashioned barn-burner as AHS 
takes “Turkey Day” treat 



Let’s say Vince Lombardi happened to be gazing 
down from the great stadium in the sky last 
Thanksgiving Day looking for a good high school 
game or two. And by chance took a glance at the 
Agawam High/West Side High battle. 

No doubt he would have had a big smile on that big 
face of his. Not because the Brownies won, 14-6 (he 
probably never heard of either team). I’ll bet the guy 
was happy because he saw a game that adhered to 
his essential philosophy that football is blocking and 
tackling. 

“Yeah, that game was played the way football 
ought to be played," Agawam Coach Tad Desautels 
said with a smile afterwards. Indeed, this one was 
smash mouth from the get-go before a howling 2,650 
at balmy Harmon Smith Field. 

West Side, getting the ball first, got going first. 

Starting at their own 30, they went on a 10-play, 70- 
yard drive in 5:30 with Mike Thibault (on a power 
sweep to the right) taking it to the house from the 
Brownies’ 23. The extra point failed, but just like that, 
Agawam was down, 6-0. 

In a rivalry like this, a score right off the bat is like a 
sucker punch in the gut. Agawam had to answer as 
soon as possible. And they did.

The Brownies set up shop after a short kick-off at 
their own 48. Junior QB Joe Clark hit Tony Carestia for 
10 to the Terriers’ 38 and a first down. Junior Ryan 
Lottermoser (who would have a career-day 201 yards 
on 32 carries) then lugged the leather for nine to West 
Side’s 29. 

A Terrier penalty brought the ball to their 25-yard 
line. Clark completed another pass and the Brownies 
were at the West Springfield 21. Lottermoser got the 
call again and brought it to the one on a 20-yard gain. 

Lottermoser’s number came up on first and goal, 
and he scored with 4:31 left in the first quarter to tie it 
up. Vinnie Tirone’s extra point gave Agawam a 7-6 
lead on the four-play, 52-yard march (consuming 2:39 
off the clock). 

Now the Terriers were looking up from the bottom 
of the glass. Little did they know, or little did the bois¬ 
terous fans in attendance (on a day more like early 
spring than late November), know that their offensive 
production had gotten back on the bus. 

The Brownies shut them down on their next pos¬ 
session. 

Agawam could do little with the ball, either, as the 
first 12 minutes came to an end. They turned the ball 
over on downs with 31 seconds gone in the second 



quarter. 

West Side, looking for something, had the ball at its 
own 15 and tried to get out of the hole. But the 
Agawam defense was in an ugly mood and wouldn’t 
have it. 

On the other hand, when the Brownies got the ball 
back, the Terriers’ defense was just as mangy and 
stuffed them, and it was three and out. 

It had turned into a helmet-usting defensive battle 
now. After West Side lost the ball on downs at the 
Agawam 41, the Brownies got their last chance with 
2:57 left in the half. Lottermoser ran three times for 
nine and the Brownies (facing a fourth and one) decid¬ 
ed to go for it at the 50. Clark got six to the West Side 
44. Then (on the option) he got drilled for a nine-yard 
loss. Despite two completions to Brian Michel, 
Agawam could not do anything. West Side had anoth¬ 
er chance off the punt at its 20 with 38 seconds left, 
but could do nothing and the half ended, 7-6 Agawam. 

Agawam got the kick-off to start the second half. 
Lottermoser was featured in the ensuing drive, which 
started from the 10. He carried seven times for 44 
yards before the West Side defense stiffened up and

forced the Brownies to punt the ball away. 

West Side seemed to have no clue in its next series 
because the Agawam defense - led by Brian 
Pedersen, Lottermoser, and Clark - was ruling the 
day. 

The third quarter ended 7-6 Brownies. 

Like a good book where you look forward to an 
exciting ending, it went that way for Agawam. 

With 4:42 to go, after Agawam went for it on fourth 
and seven and got stymied on an incomplete pass, 
West Side had the ball on its own 29. They got to their 
31 and faced a fourth and two. “Go for it” was the word 
from the Terriers’ bench. 

They tried, but a great play by Pedersen jammed 
things up and set things up for the Agawam offense. 

Talk about golden opportunities. One was standing 
right in front of the Brownies now as juicy as a T-Day 
turkey. With 2:54 left, Agawam was at the West Side 
31. They fought to the 28-yard line, and it was gut- 
check time. 

The Brownie coaches checked the clock on fourth 
and seven and decided to roll the dice with 2:15 left. 
Clark was cool as a Texas gunslinger; he rolled right 
and hit freshman wideout Andrew Wakelee at the 
Terriers’ 15-yard line. 

Lottermoser, who would run for 903 yards on the 
season and in his command performance, gained per¬ 
haps the 14 most important yards of all, bringing the 
ball to the West Side one. 

Michel then took it over with 1:43 to play. Tirone 
split the uprights and Agawam seemed to be in the 
driver’s seat, 14-6. 

But this is Agawam/West Side and you remember 
those immortal words from Yogi Berra. West Side had 
the ball at its own 30. And before you could say "pass 
that drumstick, sweetheart." they were at the Agawam 
17-yard line when Terrier quarterback A.J. Marotta hit 
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Dustin Sayward for the 53-yard gain. 

Another pass brought the ball to the Agawam 10 
with 50 seconds left. You didn’t need a computer to do 
the math. A Terrier TD and a two-point conversion 
means a 14-all tie (in games like this, well within the 
realm of possibility), which would have spoiled the day 
for everyone. 

Clark broke up a second and three pass. The 
Brownie secondary combined to snuff out another 
passing attempt. 

West Side was now facing a fourth and three deal 
from the Brownie 10 with 46 seconds left. These two 
old rivals came up to the ball as they have done for 76 
years and eyeballed each other. It was time for the 
ending of this latest installment of a truly exiting story. 
West Side decided on a sweep. 

Michel and Lottermoser rushed up from the defen¬ 
sive backfield, sniffed it out, strung it out, and stuffed 
it out. Agawam had the ball, on downs and the victory. 

“When one of our most important defenders, Mike 
Locke, went down earlier in the game with an ACLS 
injury, the kids were looking around. We told them 
they'd faced adversity before in this season. Don’t let 
this bother you. They listened,” Desautels said. 

Then he named off the offensive line that played so 
well - Brian Pedersen, Matt Picard, Joe Kocot, Nick 
Vooys, and center Shawn Porier. All are seniors, save 
for Porier (a junior). 

Agawam now leads the series, 51-23-2.

cation at the High School.
